DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 92, 93, 108, 113, 114 and 122 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: Claims 108, 1 14, 122 and its dependent claims 92 and 93 all depend from 
canceled claim 91; Claim 113 depends upon canceled claim 26. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 102, 103, 105 and 124 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Warne. 

There is disclosed in Warne a brewing apparatus, comprising: a heating element 
44; a plurality of valves 64, 70, 82; a manual control system 42 comprising: means 104, 
106, 108, 1 10, 1 12, 1 14 for selectively operating the apparatus in accordance with a 
"normal" operations mode in which the heating element and the plurality of valves may 
be operated in accordance with a normal operation program; means 104, 106,108, 110, 
1 12, 1 14 (same as above but used with secondary functions) for selectively operating 
teh apparatus in a "program mode" in which operational parameters are changed (col. 
13); a "self-diagnostic mode" (col. 13, lines 41-43); and a demonstration mode in which 
different water delivery pulses may be used; and a display panel 100.
